Just Missed Records. 
In the same month Bawttf and Pout 
made (heir sensational flight from St 
Louis It will be remembered they 
v. ere lost to the world for about a 
•rook; then their safe landing was re 
ported from the Canadian backwoods 
It was established that they had re- 
mained up aloft for forty-five hours 
anil lifly-six minutes and hud covered 
1,171 miles, both performances Just 
short of world s records. 

On an air line the distance from 
Waco to New York Is approximately 
L800 miles, whl.h under highly favor 
log foedltlMM could be covered readllv 
lit less than forty hours This would 
mean tfarollag at nc average speed 
of a little less than forty miles uu 
hour The balloon now being built Is 
bring developed along lines that It Is 
hoped will permit it to remain aloft 
from siity to seventy-two hours. The 
ordinary duration of a lmlloon's gas 
chars* si about forty -eight hours. 

The craft will take months to build 
It will have a lifting power of 13,000 
pounds. As the bag and basket car 
tying two men and fully equipped will 
weigh about fi.OOU pounds, this will 
allow 8.000 pounds of ballast. The 
bag is built or two thicknesses of spe 
Cfal linen, with rubber between. It 
has been found that, linen Is far bet 
tar for such use than silk, not alone 
on account of Its greater toughness 
but because the silk Is o too ready con 
dOCtM for electricity, with its attend 
ant danger to the gas.

Deposing of King Manuel. 
In the political world the hie event 
was, of course, the driving of King 
Manuel out of Portugal and the estab- 
lishment of a republic Compared to 
the magnitude of the event tills trans 
formation was accompanied by a little 
•bloodshed. The nffnlr had its spice of 
scandal, as do most royal perform- 
ances, it appears that a Parisian 
dancer of the name of Gaby Deslys 
tool; the youthful monarch's eye, with 
the result that Manuel spent mueh 
lime in Paris and CJahy sojourned not 
Infrequently In Lisbon. Ordinarily this 
might not have excited comment, ' be- 
ing quite the usual thing among kings, 
but inasmuch as Portugal was tired 
of monarchy anyway the gossip played 
Its part. As a result Mile. Gaby will 
go down to history a.) the highest kick- 
er on record, having kicked off a king's 

The year beheld the accession of 
' George V. in England, an event that 
bad no influence politically and but 
little In any other way. Of far greater 
Importance were the two British par- 
liamentary elections, both resulting In 
Liberal coalition victories by practi- 
cally the same majorities. The first 
of theso forced through the house of 
lords the single tax budget, aud the 
second practically sealed the fate of 
the peers and decreed some form of 
Irish home rule. Taken together these 
•wo victories constitute the most slg- 
Jfi triumph for the progressive side 
witnessed in England sluce the adop- 
tion of the reform bill. 

China Also Awakened. 

Perhaps the third event In impor- 
tance in foreign politics was the meet- 
ing of the Chinese senate, definitely 
marking the beginning of parliamen- 
tary government In the Celestial King- 
dom, the last great nation that had 
held out against the rising tide of de- 
mocracy. When China has a parlia- 
ment ami quits wearing pigtails the 
millennium will be waiting Just around 
tbe coiner. 

Other notable poptical happenings 
abroad were the establishment of the 
bandbox kingdom of Montenegro, the 
light to separate church and state In 
Bpaln, the Mexican uprising and the 
swallowing of Korea by Japan. The 
Land of the Morning Calm Is being 
given such a touch of high life by the 
laps that she Is now the Ijiud of the 
Morning After. 

We have also had some politics at 
borne. It Is almost brutal to write 
about tbe elections of 1910, but It Is 
Impossible to give a full blown re 
view of the year without them. Dem- 
ocratic and progressive victories were 
generally the result. The progressives 
practically doubled their representa- 
tion In both houses and elected gov- 
ernors in California, Kansas, Mich- 
igan, Nebraska, New Hampshire, 
Bouth Dakota, Tennessee, Wisconsin 
and Wyoming, although In the last 
named state the progressive Repub- 
^Icnn candidate ran on the Democratic 
ticket. 

The Democrats carried the national 
house by about sixty, made such gains 
In the senate that the progressives will 
have the bwluuce of powei and elected 
governors not only in the southern 
states, with the exception of Tennes- 
see, but !n Colorado, Connecticut Ida- 
bo. Maine, Massachusetts, New Jetsey, 
New York, North Dakota, Ohio, Okla- 
homa aud Oregon. This was the first 
time the Democrats had won such a 
victory in nearly twenty years. 
American Politics Likely. 
Political events during the year lead- 
ing up to the election were the Bnl- 
linger Investigation, resulting in a dl 
»lded report; the dismissal of Pluchot; 
tbe forcing through of theTaft program 
In congress, the two chief items being 
the railroad bill and postal savings 
banks; the insurgent revolt In con- 
fess, resulting In removing the speak- 
er from the committee on rules, en- 
: Urging that commltttee and making It 
Ulectlve by the house; the return of 
Koosevelt from Africa amid loud ac- 
claims and his subsequent disastrous 
venture Into the campaign, tbe trip 
of tbe president to Panama and the 
practical reorganization of tbi United 
I supreme court due to two 
■ and one resignation,

THE B ELTED PLAID. 

This Was the Original Drsts of ths 
Scottish Highlander. 

The original dress of the hlghlander 
was the belted plaid. This was apiece 
of tartan cloth, two yards broad and 
four long, which was drawn around 
the waist in nicely adjusted folds and 
tightly buckled with a belt. The lower 
part came down to the knees In much 
the same manner as the modern kilt, 
while the upper part was drawn up 
and adjusted to the left shoulder, so 
that the right arm might be perfectly 
free. This upper part was the plaid, 
which was used as a covering for the 
shoulders and body lu wet weather, 
and when the use of both arms was 
required it was fastened across the 
breast with a brooch, often curiously 
enriched. A brooch was also used to 
fasten the plaid on the left shoulder. 
To attire himself in the belted plaid 
required on the part of the hlghlander 
no small amount of dexterity. Tho 
usual way was to lay It on the floor 
and after carefully arranging tho 
folds to lie down upon It and then 
buckle It on. The lower end wus fas- 
tened at the right hip. The utility of 
such a dress lu the highlands Is ob- 
vious, for tho plaid rendered tho man 
Indifferent to storms and prepared tf) 
pass a night In the open air in tbe 
most inclement weather, while the 
loose undergarment enabled him to 
wado rivers or ascend mountains with 
equal ease. It was thus peculiarly 
adapted to the warrior, the hunter and 
the shepherd. -Loudon Mall.
